was a Republican : he bolted the con-
vention, announced his intention of
running independent, got the Green-
back nomination, spent about S20,000,
and got the plurality.

Vermaont Election.

Returns from 150 towns indicate the
following vote for governor: Proctor,
Republican, 27,674; Bingham, Deémo-
crant, 12,000 ; Maortin, Greenback, 1,052;
sealtering 708. This gives Proctor 13-
206 majority, ‘There are 85 towns to be
heard from which in 1875 gave the Re-
publieans 11,732, Democrats 6,746, or a
Republican majority of 4,056, If the
vofe In these towns Is aboul the snme
Proetor’s majority will not be far from
10,000,

InuvsTRATIVE of the terror that ex-
ists in Southern towns in regard to yel-
low fever, is the following: At the
town of Spring, on the International
rallway, twenty miles north of Huston,
Texns, the quarantine officer put oft a
merchant named Hurley, from New Or-
leans. The citizens ran him out. and,
getting up n party of twenty men armed
with cow-hides and shot-guns, boarded
the next train in search of the officer,—
The conductor had received n telegram
to secrete him before reaching the sta-
tion, Asthe mob was searching the
ear the conductor signaled the enginecr
to move off, but one of the mob with a
slx-shooter got on the engine and order-
ed him to stop, Finally, Acting Quar-
antine Officer Nolan appeared on the
platform, As he was not the man the
mob was looking for they suffered the
train to proceed.

General Butler for Governor.

Generanl Butler has written a letter
asccepting the nomination offered him
by over fifty thousand voters of Massa-
chusetts, He bas announced his in.
tention of being a candidate, and dis-
cusses State Issues In his usual vigorous
style. He has abstained from treating
national questions, and will make his
canvass on abuses which he clalms have
existed in the administration of the
Btate Government. The campaign will
be a lively one, the Geneml proposing
to stump the State as heretofore. The
letter will create inmimense sensation in
Massachusetts politics, and will tend
further to embarrass the leaders of both
the lending parties.

Tax Appeals.

In Harrisburg on Wednesday tax ap-

peals were filed by J. M, W, Newlin, in |

conjunction with the respective County
Bolicltors, for the counties of Blair, Car-
bon, Chester, Clearfield, Fayette, Ly-
coming, Luzerne, Bchuylkill, Monroe,
Union, Washington, York, Susquehan-
s, Huntingdon, and Juniata. Large
amounts are involved, these appeals be-
ing from the action of the Bonrd of Rev-
enue Commissioners, in increasing the
county returns of personal property tax-
able for Btate purposes, The appeals al-
lege that the increase was made without
evidence, and charged to the counties
without suthority of law.

The following will give our readers
some idea of the situation in the Fouth,
New ORLEANS.

A New Orleans special says: Out of
1,000 deaths reported gince the fever be-
gan, there have been 461 children under
eleven years of age. The fever had Its
eccentricities. Not asingle case has oe-
curred indbe boys’ House of Refuge,
notwithstanding it is looated between
the cemeteries and almost in the swamps,
and hog been condemned by every grand
Jury for the paet five yesre. Adminls
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trater Diamond accounts for the exemp-

tlon from fever by the faot that the Boys

have been regulnrly dosed with quinine.

A Viecksburg specinl says : Dr, Norris,
of Chattanooga, who went to work a fow
days ago, reporis having slxly new
cizes, forty old ones on band already
and more calls than he will atlend to,
and hns writtenover one hundred and
seventy-five presoriptions, He has found
whole familles down with the fever,
withont anything to eat or a single soul
near to give assistance, some having
been in that condition for three days, If
the terrible incrense of the past few days
ghould continue this place will discount
the horrors of Grenadn, for there are
few here that are not on double duty,
and the exeitement attendant on these
awful times is wearing them out dally
by scores,

nnda there isnol a store open, not a
market-houge, not a saloon. The How-
ards (with the exception of HRev. Mr,
MeCracken and Dre. Ringgold) are the
only people who are at work.

Cubnn nurse of experience, and her
gtory is that neverin her life did she
see 90 terrible and deadly o scourge in
Havann or In any other part of Cuba,
Mexico or New Orleans, Mra, Clay
states that this is more like a plague

It is impossible to deseribe
the condition of affairs here. Tour dead
men were found In the streete before
noon in different parts of this eity.
There iz some Iimprovement in the
movements of the undertakers since the
Citizens' Relief Turial Corps have taken
matters in hand.

Destitution and want are on  the in-
crease.  White persons, who cannof
stand all day in the clamorous crowds
of mnegroes that throng the delivery
windows of the supply depots, are sufler-
ing for provisions, Hundreds who have
sick families cannot leave them long
enough to procure food, and it is next to
impossible (o get any one to attend o
their wants.

A Woman's Thieving.

A Washington correspondent tele-
graphs as follows: Bpecinl Agents Tid-
ball and Henderson, of the post office
department, returned to ‘Washing-
ton vesterday from Kentucky, wherea
woman mail robber wasarrested, For
& long time past complaints have been
recelved at the post office department of
the loss of money and valuables from
the mails over the route belween Bar-
boursvilieand London, Ky. Registered
packages were broken open, rified of
thelr contents and resealed by the thief,
Beveral months ago a special agent was
sent over the route to eapture the thief,
but he failed in the undertaking. The
mail between Barboursville and London
is carried once ench day by mounted ear-
riers, The mall from twenty-five or
thirty side routes passes over this main
roule. There has been over $1000 stolen
from ordinary letters containiog money
and valuables and from registered pack.
nges by some person in the employ of
the government on the Barboursville and
Londen route,

Speedy Justion.

Bavrisons, Sept. 2.—Michnel Green,
coloped, was lynehed near Upper Marl-
boro, Prince George's County,Inst night,
for assnulting Miss Alice Bweeney. The
erime was one of peeulinr atrocity, Miss
Hweeney was returning to her home on
Monday Inst from a visit to kome friends
in the suburbs, and in an unfrequented
place the negro, divested of all hizs eloth-
ing suddenly appeared before her and
| assaulted her.

Misy Sweeney 1s a beautifol girl of 10,
of high social standingand recognized ns
o belle in Marlboro. She was left uneon-
sclous by her assallant, but nt lengthshe
made her way to her home, and there

she hns since been lying in a eritienl
condltion,
Gireen was arregted on the following

day, and Miss Bweeney fully identifled
him. He had a narcow escape from
lynehing at the time, but was lodged in
the jail in Upper Marlboro, After mid-
night last night the jallor was aroused
by some one knocking at the entrance,
and looking from his window, he saw n
band of masked men gathered around
the jail., They demnnded admission,
but he refused, and with battering rams
they forced their way into the corridor,
The cell door was quickly burst open,
and Green was found crouching on the
floor dumb with terror. Ie was heavily
manacled, but one of the Ilynchers
quickly freed him of his shackles. A
rope was thrown around hls neck and
he was hurried out of the jail. Not o
word was spoken, and the negro was
taken to s grove, some distance from
the town, and there ordered to say his
prayers. In the vain hope of mercy he
confessed the outrage. Finding his ap-
peals unavailing he alternated in howls
and curees, struggling desperately to es.
cape,

With the least possible delay the rope
was made fast to a tree, and the negro
drawn up and firmly tled. Before his
struggles were over the crowd disappesy-
ed as quietly as they had assembled, The
corpse was discovered by the nuthorities
this morning, and, after belng cut down,
an inquest was held,

Very little effort was made to nscer-
taln the names of the lynching party,
the hanging having been genérally en-
dorsed by the community and a verdict
of ' Found hanged by parties unknown'
was quickly rendered.

Awful Disaster at Sea,

Loxpox, Beptember 8. — The excur.
slon stenmer Princess Allce, returning
from Gravesend to London, this eve-
ning, with about 800 passengers on
board, was ran down off Barking about
8 o'clock by a screw steamer, The
Princess Alice was struck amidships
and sunk almost Immediately., The
number of persons drowned is varlously
estimated st from 500 to 600. The higher

o wide-spread report prevails that Attor-
ney CGienernl Devavs is pining to be back
on the Judge's Bench,) having no taste
por liking for the petty guestions upon
which his present position is continually
compelling him to docide; and that he in-
vonds retiving from the Cabinet if be can
the appointment of U, 8. Judge
of the New Ilogland cireult, which offics
hns Intely been made vacant by tho densth
of Judge Bhepley, of Maine. Another
breik in the Cabinet is anticipated io the
case of I’ M, Gen. ey, should ho accept
n nomination for Governor of Tennessoe,
and although Mre. Hayes hns many times
expressed a hope and wish that he should
close his Administration with hus originel
('abinet, it is hardly probable that he will
be nble to do &0, Devans would feel sure
of the appointment he covets but for the
fact that Blaine is against him. There is
said to be a good bit of animosity existing
between the two and this is the cuarrent
gossip oconcerning  ft: Just before Mr.
Binine's harsh speech concerning Massa-
chusetts last winter Mr, Devana bad ac-
cepted an invitation to one of the former's
oharming dinner parties, but taking of-
foenee for dear Massnchusetts’' sake, sent a
cold note  withdeawing his  acceptance
of the invitation, without regrets or even
complimenta to Mr., and Mrs, Blaine.—
Now (his wnd a elimax of rudeness, ns
nothing short of dangerony illness or denth
ig oonsidered sufficient excuse for neglect-
ing to fulfill an engagement for dinner in
the best society. My, Blaine accepted it ns
an fosult and shortly afterwards, at a
White House dinner where both of these
gentlemen were presont, when My, Devans
extended his hand to Mr, Blaioe in greet-
ing, Blaine stared him in the face for n
fow wseconds and then turned his back
upon him without a word, 1 give this
gossip for what is worth.

Genornl Grant writes to bis friends bere
that be is longing to Le at home again,—
Does his soldier heart long for the turmail
of our military affairs? or his political
propensities yearn for the Inharmonious
confuosion of the disturbed world of poli-
tica? 1s ho fearful about his chaoces of a
third term in the Presidentinl nest ? or does
he really wish to settle comfortably
down for life.

As pleasant as overything
bas been, however, I loong for the time to
como when I am to return bome, I wounld
gu\)mk alter vislitng Spain and Portogal
in the Fall (I will have visited overy conn-
try in Europe, Egypt in Africa, Syria and
Asia Minor in Asia) only that I have no
place to go to. By waliting until Bpring I
can go to my Long Branch home and have
the summer for preparing for a winter
home. "'
